Mr. Jamieson, President of the Mo- 
Gill Y.M.CJ^, occupied the shalr, and 
In Introducing the first speaker. Dean 
Adam; extended a cordial welcome 
to all the men who were coming up 
to McGIII for the first time. 

Dean Adams, Acting Principal and 
Dean of the Faculty of Sdlence, made 
reference to the unprecedented num- 
br of students wbo bad registered 
this session, and ssid that the diffi- 
culty was to find adequate accom- 
modation for all. He saw before 
him men who had come from all 
parts of the world, and pointed out 
that this must necessarily result in 
a broad-minded and cosmopolitan 
spirit He urged new students not 
to make their studies tod . limited, 
they must remember that ' healthful 
recreation was as necessary for the 
maintenance of efficiency as . close 
application to their college work. 
Reference was also made to the re- 
turned men .who formed a large part 
o ftho student body.thts year and bs 
extended to them a special welcome. 
Dr. A^li^ concluded.' his remarks by 
reminding his audience of the' High 
standard they were called lipon to 
maintain, and wished them all pros- 
perity an^ success towards that end. 

Dean Lee, of the KacOlty of Law, 
said ho was glad to have an oppor- 
tunity to welcome the new students, i 
He had come, ho said, prepared to 
address more particularly students 
In bis own faculty, but he was afraid 
that Law was only Indiftorcntly well 
represented there. . Ho had looped, 
he said, to have been able to make 
a living out of their profession. 
Doan Lee then referred to bis ex- 
perience while teaching Law in Ox- 
ford, where he bad been a Professor 
of Law for the better part of twenty 
yeara and contrasted conditions there 
with those - obtaining on this . nlde. 
At Oxford, he said, tho Colleires were 
entirely residential and were so ar- 
ranged ttiat a Law Student, for ex- 
ample, miuht have su i neighbor i\ 
Mod. or an Arts man, aad as a result 
thoro were opportuLitlci for a mu- 
tual .exchange of opinions which 
could not helQ, but prove beneficial.

Some may confridcr it a bit of bad jwlicy on our part to broach 
rtbat has become a more or less painful topic at McGill during the 
last few years, namely/ the question of a Freshman-Sophomore 
ÉË^^ In certain cases, however, it is excusable to sacrifice a little 
^S^Xmi'in order to indulge in a certain amount of frankness. We 
ajrc inclined to believe that the question of the customary Rush 
furnishes a caij^: in point. There is little use in disguising the fact 
that 'neither the university authorities nor the «tudénts have felt 
innch satisfaction with the situation as it has e:tisted for the last 
two years. There has. we b.'licve, been considerable misundcr- 
Mtanding and both parties concerned have manifested more or less 
disinclination to compromise. 

Without in any way suggesting the possibility of trouble, or 
insinuating that a conflict between the student? concerned and the 
authorities is imminent, we wish to point out and draw attention 
/ to the fact that at present there Is upon the bookji of Corporation a 
resolution totally and ab.solutely prohibiting anything in the nature 
of a lAish. The term "rush" used in this connection refer* to the 
w cU-known methods of initiating freshmen eniployed by men of 
the second year. The prohibitory clause ihcjùdes and cxtctids to 
tJ«c forcible detention of students in any manner, whether by seiz- 
ing and binding, or by so interfering with the liberty of men that 
they are prevented from attending lectures in compliance with the 
•fttlc* and regulations of the University. Furthermore, any action 
which inwives, or may be likely to involve, damage to property, 
likewise falls beneath the prohibitory ban. In other words, and 
stated as briefly as |>o8sible, the Rush, as heretofore known and 
Mndcrstood, is banned in its entirety. 

It is not our purpose to disçuss the wisdom of Cfjrporation in 
Adopting the attitude which it has towards what has become a 
firmly ^tablished custonj even though it may be a foolish one. 
AVç jwifidcr that to be rather beyond our jurisdictoin. The real 
purpbsc of this article is to point but the law as it sUnds and will 
apply, in order that there may be a minimum of misunderstanding. 

, To siin:e «ht question of whether or not the Rusli should be 
I>crmtttcd will provoke but one answer and that in the negative. 
To others the reply will possibly be decidedly affirmative. As to 
which will constitute the majority we have no hesitation in saying 
that the latter will outnumber the former. We state this frankly 
as our opinion of the situation, and only sute it at all in order that 
tl>ere may be perfect farnkncss and as nearly as i>ossible complete 
understanding. 

It ni^l^ Jie clear to everyone that, .is mattcr^ now st.ind, there 
is I'l!) om-^^i^ open to the men of the first two years. 'ITie 
: tie* have spoken, and, unles.s they will modify their dcci.-^ion,

NO ROOM FOR DOUBT 

Some may c(jnj.idcr it a bit of bad policy on our part to broach 
what has become a more or less painful topic at McGill during the 
last few years, namely, the question of a Freshman-Sophomore 
Kush. In certain cases, however, it is excusable to sacrifice a little 
raution in order to indulge in a certain amount of frankness. Wc 
arc inclinc<i to believe that the question of the customary Rush 
*lirilbhcj» a ca^ in point. There is little use in di.sguising the fact 
.JiatMieither the university authorities nor the students have felt 
Mnach satisfaction with the situation as it has cjtisted for the last 
years. There has. \\c believe, been considerable raisunder- 
landing and both parties concerned have manifested more or less 
disinclination to compromise. 

Without in any way suggesting the possibility of trouble, or 
^ïpainuating that a conflict between the students concerned and the 
: àuO?nritics w imminent, wc wish to point out and draw attention 
to thf fact that at present there is upon the books of Corporation a 
resolution totally ami absolutely prohibiting anything in the nature 
of a Ifush. The term "rush" used in this connection refers to the 
wçtfrknqwp methods of initiating freshmen employed by men of 
tti|PPPa year. The prohibitory clause ihclifdes and ext^ds to 
llie forcible detention of students in any manner, whether by seir- 
ing and binding, or by so interfering with the liberty of men that 
thèy arc prevented from attending lecture* in compliance with the 
rules an«l regulations of the University. Furthermore, any action 
which involves, or may be likely to involve, damage to property, 
likewise falls beneath the prohibitory ban. In other words, and 
stated as briefly as possible, the Rush, as heretofore known and 
(tndcnitood, is banned in its entirety. 

, It is not our purpose to discuss the wisdom of Corporation in 
adopting the attitude which it has towards what has become a 
firmly established custom even though it may be a foolish one. 
Wc consider that to be rather beyond our jurisdictoin. The real 
purpotç ^{ this article is to point out the law as it stands and will 
*PPb'» wjowler that there may be a minimum of misunderstanding. 

f To some the question of whether or not the Rush should be 
iwrmitted will provoke but one answer and that in the ni^tive. 
. To others the reply will possibly be decidedly affirmative. As to 
which will constitute the majority we have no licsitation in saying 
that the latter will outimmber the former. Wc state thin frankly 
as our opinion of the situation, and only state it at all in order that 
thrre m*y be jHrrfect farnkness and aH nearly as |>ossible complète 
undcrstandtflip, 

U must be clear to everyone that, as matters now stand, there 
i<i but one course open to the men of the first two years. The 
.■«uthonti.--. h.ivc spoken, and, unless they will modify their dcci-sion, 
Î! only remains for the student body to adhare to the rules laid 
down.

from Mra. Thornton to tlie effect tliat 
they would be "At Homo" to studenta 
of dentistry on two nighta to be tie- 
eidcd upon later. In bis DoparV 
mcnt ,too, as in other*, there bad 
been a record reglatratlon of first- 
year students, and they too were 
faced with tho problem of accotnmo- 
daUon. Dr. Thornton then referred 
to the growing importance of the 
science ot denUslrjr, and declared 
that the graduaUio of McQlll were 
well and favorably known all over 
the world, and the students' whom ho 
saw before him must remember that 
when tbo Ucm came for them to ru- 
celve their degree they had a part to 
play, they must llvt up to Uie blgh 
standard Hct before them, and thty 
ought to realize that Alma Mater was 
conferring upon tbcm an houor as 
well as a degree. He tben referred 
to the bigber status that Dcnltstry 
was earning for Itself, particularly 
was this tho case since the war had 
proved how necessary an adjunct It 
was to tbo prevention ot disease and 
the presor\'ation of etflelency. Car- 
ada had been tbo first country to 
realise this ,and was in point of fact 
tho first nation to havo a Dental 
Corps as part of its establishment. 
In bte old country, too, people wero 
beginning to realize the Importanoe 
of proper dental treatment, «nd lilid 
recently passed legislaUon to the ef- 
fect that all- practising dentists must 
first be licenced. 

At MeOlll, be affirmed, there exist- 
ed the very best conditions for tbo 
study of dentistry, for every subject 
was taught where it could bo taught 
best, and instanced the anatomy 
course which' forms part of the Fa- 
culty of Meiilelne. People are be- 
ginning to realize, saM Dr. Thornton, 
that denUstry means more than mere 
mechanic treatment, it means treat- 
ing people wbo are sick, and quoted 
aa authority on' ' tbé subject ' who 
claimed that 76 per cent ot all dis- 
eases bad their focus in the mouth. 
This public demand jnust bo met, be 
affirmed, but he hoped that every 
student when bis time* came to gra- 
duate would go out into the world 
intent on mslntainlng the traditions 
of Old McGlll, and "more dotermlncd 
to make a life than a living." 

After tbe main speakers of the 
evening had boon bead, the audience 
Mere Ivited to Join In singing some 
of tbe College songs and to practise 
tbe College Yell. "Archie" Jenks, 
Leader of the Hooters Club, then 
spoke urging everyone, and partlcu'^ 
larly the first-year men to go\ into 
the Rooters Club. Not everyone, he 
said, had tbe good fortune to play 
for bia College team but there was 
nobody who could not help to cheer 
bis team on to victory. 

Refreshments were then served^ 
and thereafter several apeakrs 
brought forward tb claims of varloua 
form of collesc acUvitjr,.
